These Under Arrest.

Start with Hat as Clew. 

The arrest of the men and the clear- 
ing up of the crime which resulted in 
the death of Arthur Moon, colored por- 
ten, of Chicago, and the shooting of 
three others is due to the unflagging 
work by postal inspectors. When they 
started on the trail they had only a 
black derby hat as a clew. 

The Illinois Central] train had just 
pulled out of the station at Paxton 
when three men crawled over the ten- 
der and covered the engineer with re- 
volvers. They ordered him to detach 
the mail car from the/ other coaches 
and proceed down the track for two 
miles. 

Moon was in the foremost Pullman 
car, and, hearing the men uncoupling 
the car, rushed out. He was: shot 
twice. When the mail car and engine 
had gone some distance the men or- 
dered a stop. Three other members of 
the gang climbed aboard. 

Mail Clerks Defy Them. 

They ordered the mail clerk, Benja- 
min Bovinetti, and the messenger, 
Thomas Baker, to open the door of 
the mail car. They refused, whereupon 
the robbers set the car afire, and in a 
few moments it was’in flames. The 
smoke finally forced the men within to 
open the door. 

As they fell through the opening 
they were met by a fusillade of bul- 
lets from a rifle in the hands of one of 
the bandits standing on a high em- 
bankment. Bovinetti and Baker were 
wounded. When the shooting was 
heard the engineer and fireman, W. H. 
Bangs, ran to the mail car and were 
met by bullets from the embankment. 
Bangs was shot twice. 

During the holdup Baker and Bangs 
lay on the gorund after being wounded 


and onened fire with their revolvers.

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace says the peo- 


ciate the International Live Stock exposition held 
here annually. We doubt if any other great city 
would show more interest, and yet Secretary Wal- 
lace is right, we think, to the extent that the ex- 
position is not as well attended as it deserves to be. 


The 
natural place for tke show is at the stockyards, 
where all the facilities exist. But city people on 
the north and west sides find this location 
volves a rather long journey.

If we had 
transportation like New York this objection would 
‘be removed and the attendance would be larger.

AMERICAN FORTS IN THE 


PACIFIC, | 

The Japanese at the Washington conference al- 
low it to be known that they will require the 
United States to abandon Pacific island fortifica- 
tions, and in turn will give up fortifications on 
islands near by the Japanese coast. The details of 
the suggestion are so inconsistent with ordinery 
rationality as to indicate that the Japanese are 
amfsing themselves between sessions with a little 
nonsense, 

America ts asked to destroy the fortifications of 
Hawaii and not to put any in any Aleutian harbor, 
to leave Guam and the Midway island unfortified, 
and to remove the fortifications from the Philip- 
pines. ‘Then Japan will take down some negligible 
works on islands which are not required in the 
Japanese scheme of defense. 


If the Japanese make this proposal seriously to 
the conference we shall doubt their serious partici- 
pation in it and shall conclude that they are turning 
in their hat checks te go home. 


We sympathize vgth them in the matter of the 
Philippine and Guam fortifications, and we also 
have ‘some thy for the United States. The 
situatiof there is difficult. If the Unitéd States 
does not fortify it cannot defend, and if it cannot 
defend jt is open to attack and humiliating loss 
any time Japan chooges to at If it does fortify 
it necessarily creates unrest @ sense of danger 
in Japan. 

Guam is described as an insular super-Gibraltar,; 
an impregnable Heligoland, in whosé “harbor A 
great American fleet. might lie under the cover of 
guns which would make successful attack imposst- 


within effective fleet radius, and would be a 
threat of serious character. 

“Probably if the Usiited States started to 
it, war would be caused, just as war would be. 
caused if Japan obtained and started to fortify such 
an island so sftuated strategically to the Panama 
canal or the American coast. The Philippines and 
Guam undefended are our liability, and fortified 
they are Japan’s liability. The predicament is ~— 
of trouble for both nations. 

Dutch Harbor in the Aleutian islands and Pearl 
Harbor in Hawaii are totally different. They are 
part of the defenses of the American coast. Fortl- 
fications there are part of American security, and 
not possible instruments of aggression. The United 
States wants its forts at Pear) Harbor in Hawail, 
}and possibly in the Aleutians, if engin y pos- 
sible, and not fn San Francisco, Seattle, or else- 
where on the mainland. 

It Will have them there. An agreement which 
involved the taking down of Hawalian defenses 
could not be entered into by a sane Ameriean gov- 
ernment. A proposal of this nature could not be 
made ‘sanely by the Japanese unless they thought 
Americans had gone crazy through pacifism. We 
do not care what they do with their off coast 
fortificat! That is their business, and we know 
they coe | not surrender anything they needed. 
In exchange for any dismantling they do in such 
regions we are willing to reduce the fortifications 
of Buffalo, Chicago, and points west as far as 

Hawall and Alaska are under the American flag 
and not in the market for bargaining or stipula. 
tions. Under the flag in these places the United:

What we'll do in Guam and the Philippines we do 
not know, but are willing to listen to reason.

‘HAVE before me a letter, which 
wish I could find space to publish 
in its entirety, but there are 3,000 
words in it and I can use less than 
400. It will lose much of its force by 
being abstracted, but even at that, I 
think the abstract will prove helpful. 

It is the life story of an educated, 
refined woman of middle age, who calls 
herself an old maid. The daughter of 
parents of considerable means, reared 
as a gentlewoman in a home where there 
was ample service, guilty of no social 
tragedy, she is now employed aes a cogk, 
and has been in service of this grade and 
type for a number of years. 

Being introspective, and having an an- 
alytical mind, she nas diagnosed herself 
and the canses of her failure. 

Judged by social standards, her life 
is a failure. - She frankly admits the 
limitations of her capacity, and acknowl- 
edges a considerable degree of unhap- 
piness. 

The situation is saved from utter loss

a frank diagnosis. Starting with this 
equipment, were she a girl in her teens, 
she could be trained into efficiency and 
happiness by one. who knew.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 26.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The “ maternity bill” signed by 
President Harding e day before 
Thanksgiving is now in effect in six 
states, which had passed laws accepts 
ing it in advance of its passage by con- 
gress, Miss Grace Abbott of Chicago, 
chief of the children’s bureau, an- 
nounced today.

“home” in “Enter Madame.” She helped write 
the comedy, and to a considerable extent she has 
dramatized herself. She was born in Italy ten years 
before she came to Chicago; her mother was a prima 
donna, and her grandfather was Verdi's favorite 
baritone. She knows the volatile folk of the opera, 
and their ways are her ways.

OOK county’s famous good roads board of commissioners does not pro- 

) pose that international competition shal! steal from Chicago its highly 

prized leadership in paved highway mileage. In 1921 the board, recog- 

nizing the contention of leading engineers that poor roads cost more than 

tmpfovements under any building condition, went ahead with a program which 

bas laid thirty-six miles of concrete highways, bringing the county’s total to 

nearly 300 miles. Now announcement is made that in 1922 the board will 

build 86.48 miles of paving and will put a half million dollars into new bridge 

work, all because the results in 1921 make the record breaking achievement 
possible. 

The board met no little eriticism this year, but. like the Michigan builders, 
it proceeded with its program and silenced criticism by opening a half dozen 
‘new arteries of transportation. It beat prices down while building the needed 
roads and has taken advantage now of the fall low cost levels to signal full 
speed ahead to the construction organization already on the ground. 


Twenty Miles Awarded. 

Bids were received last week for immediate contracts on 20. 35 miles of 
next year's program. These contracts will build 8.23 miles on the 147th street 
road into Tinley Park, 3.20 miles on the Northwest highway to connect Park 
Ridge with the north county highway system, 2.73 miles of the Arlington 
Heights road to connect all of the main highways in the far northwest, 2.8$ 
miles of Lake avenue to connect Wilmette and Glen View, 2.15 miles of the 
96th avenue connection, a half mile stretch on Main street, and another half 
mile on Cemetery avenue in Barrington. } 

Railroad underpass construction’ will be a feature of the 1922 program. 
Among the work planned are new viaducts to carry the traffic under dan- 
gerous crossings-at Dundee, Orland, on the Lincoln highway west of Chicago 
Heights, and on 147th street east of Harvey. 

Bridge improvements include few work on Sheridan road north of Glencoe, 

where three bridges havé beey, battered to pieces by heavy traffic; a new struc- 
ture over the Des Plaines river at River View, and bridges near Summitt, 
Brookfield, Spring Forest, and Burnham. 
. Plans are complete but no bids have yet been accepted on the following 
mileage of concrete pavements: 143d street, 6 36-miles; 95th street, 1.50 miles 
connecting with Archer avenue, 1.10 miles of Northwest a, and 1 mile 
of unfinished work on Western avenue.

Axle shafts sometimes break 
or are twisted out of their proper 
shape. Bearings are sometimes crushcd.

As is generally the case, the principal 
ftem in the proper care of the rear axle 
is lubrication. Never make the mistake 
of using grease in this part, as used to 
be the rule, Oil is the proper lubricant 


the running season the rear axle should 
be drained, and after being flushed out 
4 with kerosene fresh oi] should be put 
ip. Note also that while the part should 
be kept well filled with oil all the time, 
an excess is not desirable, for the extra 
tity is likely to work down and 
into the braking system, with the func- 
tioning of which it interferes.
